The District Board has notified | 

local boards that, as was pointed out | 
‘in last Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch, they | 
should not notify any registrant to, 
change his occupation until the dis- | 
| trict board has passed on his case. | 
This is necessary for the reason that | 
; after a registrant had obtained a | 
new job, on the instructions of the |

HARBOR SPRINGS, Mich., 
July 13. 

In the establishment of the 
barge line on the Lower Missis- 
sippi River by the Government, 
we should consider nothing but 
the best and most modern equip- 
ment in every respect. 

Every city and important 
town on the Lower Mississippi 
River, which has not already 
modern terminals should begin 
at once to construct them. These 
terminals should be so con- 
structed as to enable freight to 
be loaded from the boat to the 
car and from the car to the boat. 
In other words, there should be 
actual physical contact between 
rail and river, thus obviating the 
necessity of expensive drayage 
transfer. Then there should be 
joint rail and water connection 
with same differential as recent- 
ly established by the Govern- 
ment on the Erie Canal. 

The construction of the barge 
line as a war measure alone is 
worth all it costs, insuring an 
additional outlet to the sea as a 
permanent means of transporta- 
tion to St. Louis. Its importance 
cannot be overestimated when 
we consider that St. Louis can 
never grow and develop except 
as a manufacturing city and a 
manufacturing city cannot be 
great unless it develops fron and 
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routes and railroad rat cutting de- 
prived her of her very maker, the 
Mississippi.” 

Once the great grain center of the 
most fertile agricultural territory in 
the world, a territory surrounding 
he upon every side, St. Louis has 
seen that distinction pass from her 
with abandonment of the river.

TRUCK MADE 100 TRIPS 
WITH COAL PER DAY 


The shortage of man-power and the 
needs of increased production have 
developed many new uses for motor 
trucke. This is principally noticeable 
around the country’s big industrial 
plants. When two men and a motor 
truck can do the work that used 
to call for three teams and six men, 
there is not much choice left between 
the two means of moving material. 
Autocars are in use now in many 
of the greatest industrial plants of 
the country. Manufacturers have 
found them especially useful because 
their short wheel base’ makes it easy 
to turn them in the narrow spaces 
between factory buildings and _ in 
boiler rooms. 

The Eddystone Manufacturing Co.'s 
print works at Eddystone, Pa., one 
of the greatest war-work centers, 
uses an Autocar to haul coal from 
a hopper at the end of a pier where 
barges unload to a coal pile 700 feet 
away. Frequently this Autocar has 
hauled 100 loads of coal from 
hopper to the coal pile in nine and 
one-half hours. With the short wheel 
base the Autocar works easily into 
the space under the hopper and its 
power dump makes unloading only a 
matter of moments, 

Among the other big plants where 
Autocars have been put on as part of 
the regular plant equipment is the 
Harrisburg Pipe and Pipe Bending 
Works at Harrisburg, Pa. This 
company now has three Autocars. 
They have replaced 10 one-horse 
carts and 10 drivers. All hauling to 
and from the freight house is done by 
the Autocars.

But these young men come from America, from the 
interior of a vast continent, from the shores of the 
Pacific, to face death im Lorraine, in Picardy, per- 
haps tomorrow in the Veneto, without the invasion of 
their own country, and when against the short-sighted 
egotism of self-interest they seemed to be amply pro- 
tected by the great expanse of the Atlantic. 

They come to save Europe in the moment when 
Germany, with the help of the perfidious Bolsheviki, 
who have taken possession of Russia, was on the point 
of enchaining the continent. 

The intervention of America will verily be the great 
miracle of this war, just as the Russian peace will 
be its ineffaceable shame. Not only will its participa- 
tion -ompensate for the betrayal by Russia, but it is 
the historical] consecration of the justice of our cause. 

No sephist will be able to contend that America 
was driven to take up arms by ambition for empire 
or by the turbid calculations of that mythical being the 
Socialists call capitalism. The facts are too clear 
for anyone to confuse them. 

America went into the war when governed by the 
pacifist Democratic party, opposed to militarism and 
imperialism. 

America went into the war, alihough it had no ter- 
ritory to redeem or to defend: although war promised 
only the burden of hard work and sacrifice, while peace 
promised rich and easy prosperity. 

She went into the war against Germany and on our 
side, although we did nothing to persuade her to come 
to oir aid, and although Germany before the war had. 
among all the nations of Europe. been considered 
the most perfect model by the cultured and ruling 
elasses in America. 

Only one who visited the United States 10 years 
aco, mingling with the upper class, can know how 
great Was the prestige of Germany: and what intelli- 
gent efforts that Government and nation made to 
fuerease it--to the detriment of other European na- 
tions, which, with the exception of France, which 
made some little effort, gave the matter no thonght 
and did not intrigue at all.

before them several suggestions. But the Minister of 
Instruction and the chief of the Government in those 
days had more important things to do. 

Only one seemed to understand what | was saying, 
but this perspicacity was phaced too high up to il- 
luminate the whole State. In 1914 Germany led all the 
nations of Europe in the United States—for credit, 
for admiration; for sympathy. for faith. This primacy 
now lies on the ground, destroyed, without any of 
the peoples of the Entente having done anything to 
overthrow it—and why? 

The sopbists are speechless on the subject and try 
to talk of something else. American intervention jus- 
tifies the few who from the beginning of the war ob- 
served that the world had been precipitated all at 
once into a crisis in which all the nations of Europe 
and of America would find themselves united in an 
immense danger common to all, and therefore com- 
pelled to take part, directly or indirectly, in the con- 
flict. 

if the tnited States had not intervened last year, in 
what condition would we have found ourselves after 
ene or two years to resist Germany and Austria as 
arbiters of Europe, as a resu!t of the betrayal by Rus- 
sia? It will be the immortal glory of the American 
democracy that it understood that on Aug. 1, ($14, 
Germany had not only declared war against Russia, 
but had bidden defiance to the whole world, and there- 
fore also to itself; and that it accepted the defiance, 
when there was vet time, sacrificing without hesitancy 
its wealth and its blood to preserve its liberty. 

And America is, in these terrible months. in this 
supreme crisis which destroys the sleep of anyone who 
feels the anguish of the tragedy, not only the hope 
but the comfort of this old Europe, writhing in agony. 
lt is trne that the nations of the Entente are not fault- 
less. True that they have committed the gravest 
errors. Too trne that they have not Known how to 
purge their hearts and minds, their purposes and their 
actions, when it was demanded of them, against the as- 
sault on those “wicked intentions,” which, according 
to Saint Thomas, make war illegitimate, even when 
waged in a jusi cause; but they have permitted them- 
selves at times to be tempted by the demon against 
whom they were fighting. 

But, if all these reproofs are merited, our cause 
was and is a just one, because we all wanted peace, 
even Russia, and we have been compelled to take up 
arms by an aggression so perfidious, so disloyal and so 
ferocious that it imperiled the social order from one 
end of the world to the other. 

The supreme bitterness has been tasted. We were 
compelled to hear peoples and parties which German- 
ism menaces aS much as any others, from Ireland to 
the Bolsheviki, accuse us of our mistakes, just to put 
ns on the same level with our assailants. Nothing is 
more repugnant to one who is the victim of a powerful 
foe than to hear reproof for the errors and horrors 
committed in defending himself. Of all the ways of 
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rero on” The Great American Miracle” 


‘aking sides with the powerful against justice, this 
is without doubt the vilest and most ignominious. 
Fortunately there is in the world a clear-seeing 
and generous democracy. In its scales the errors 
and intentions of those attacked do not weigh 
against the violence and pretensions of the aggres- 
sears. It saw the danger that menaced France, En- 
gland, Italy, the smaller nations of Europe as well 
as the America of Franklin and Washington. It 
did not shuffle, it did not hesitate, it did not en- 
deavor to fight only with its gold and its work- 
shops, aS some persons in Europe counseled; it 
willed to do its part in the common sacrifice. 


Welcome, young American soldiers who land ip 
ancient Europe to save it from extreme ruin and ex- 
treme shame! A cause which makes such a thing 
possible cannot fail. If Socialism agitates too much 
and if Ireland and Finland abandon us, the Amer- 
iean democracy is with us. With her and for her, 
this war will be, as it should be, a great expiation; 
it will be and should be the beginning of a great 
regeneration. 

The revolution in Russia was a calamity for us; 
but American intervention has compensated us in 
part and will compensate us wholly tomorrow for 
the injury of that betrayal. If anything analogous 
to the Russian revolution should happen in Aus- 
tria, no hope of a new intervention could encour- 
age our enemies, and the coalition of Austria and 
Germany would receive its death blow. 

We are the whole world in a struggle with a smal! 
-oalition of all-powerful peoples, led by unscrupu- 
lous oligarchies. If we do not yield from pusillan- 
imity or folly we shall compel both Austria and 
Germany together to endure greater sacrifices day 
by day than those any of us are obliged to submit 
to ,because they are shared among them by a small- 
er number of persons. 

And if our enemies fight, there is no reason why 
we should not do the same; and, fighting on both sides, 
it is only a question which will have the longest thread 
to twist. Men are men everywhere, and in no part of 
the world, not even in Germany, can they suffer witb- 
out end in silence. 

The new battle in France begun on March 21 con- 
firms the fact that in this war the armies are, so to 
speak, invincible, or almost so. They cannot defeat 
or be defeated. When not a little country like Bel- 
gium or Servia or Rumania is at grips with a great 
empire, but the two coalitions fight with their whole 
power against each other, passing from the offensive 
to the defensive, so many and so varied are the oif- 
setting advantages and disadvantages in the vicissi- 
tudes of innumerable battles, that the fate of the 
armies is always equalized. 

Should one, therefore, conclude that the war is dead- 
locked? The Russian catastrophe has shown us what 
kind of peace even this war can bring forth from its 
monstrous folds. 

if the armies are almost indestructible by one an- 
other owing to their mass, the Governments behind 
them, which recruit them, feed them, equip them and 
move them, are not invulnerable. In the wars of one 
time the Government yielded when its armies had been 
destroyed or captured or bled or tn anyway paralyzed. 
In the present war this principle is reversed. The 
army, in itself indestructible, yields and scatters when 
the Government which manages it and directs it falls. 

Therefore we should prize the experience of Russia. 
follow with attentive eyes, not only the vicissitudes of 
battles, but also the changes and upheavals in the bel- 
ligerent states. The fortumes of war are bound up 
in these chan:¢s and revolutions more than would 
have been believed in its first years. Warfare of the 
people it was called, and it is; but it must be called 
also a war of Governments, because Governments are 
its vital power. From one side to the other the guns 
are aimed not only against the enemy trenches, but 
against that organ of the common will—the Govern- 
ment. 

The offensives aim at this today, rather than at the 
army. Our enemies have understood for a time now 
that the army is the arm, the Government the nerve 
eenter by which the arm is moved and directed, and 
that vigorous blows which paralyze the nervous 
center also paralyze the arms as well, as has 
happened in Russia. Wherefore, while the en- 
emy troops are fighting oan the front, they are trying to 
plunge a poniard in the back of the Governments, stir- 
ring up tprest in every country, making use of po- 
litical parties, their feuds and their fickleness, seeking 
te incite the soldiers against their officers: the poor 
against the rich; the people against the state. 

In a war fought with such arms, it is necessary to 
keep an eye on one’s own house, the movements and 
expressions of parties and of political groups. In the 
democracies, in which political parties do not a)- 
ways know how to control themselves and bridle their 
own passions, it may happen—and has happened gey-

an American transport convoy laden with troops for 
France. 

When ashore the commander had been the naval 
officer in the uniform of his rank, spruce, precise to 
the last button. Now he got into his sheepskin jack- 
et, sea boots and knitted helmet, and looked like a 
buccaneer.

Our Sailors Jeered in Ireland. 

OW fares the American navy Man 
ashore while on this foreign serv- 
ice? © * © When it came te 
fraternizing with the Irish natives 

of the port, the American sailor suffered dis- 
illusions, and his views of conditions, political 
and social, were radically changed. There 
were hundreds of Irish-Americans in the de- 
stroyers. One could not imagine a fighting 
ship without them, but they, too, lost much 
of that sympathy for downtrodden, martyred 
Ireland which had been absorbed at home. It 
would be foolish to gloss the situation over. 
The American fleet was insulted, jeered and 
regarded as a hostile force because it had 
‘sailed across the sea to help England in the 
common cause against the enemy. 

This attitude was naturally resented, nor 
did it help matters when publicly, from the 


pulpit of the cathedral, these officers 
and men were denounced as_ dissolute  ruffians 
who had invaded Ireland like vultures, ready to 


corrupt the young men and ravish the young wom- 
en. Such monstrous falsehoods as these were com- 
monly believed. They were spread deliberately, flam- 
ing the spirit of the American visitors into open hos- 
tility. The Irish problem was none of their affair, but 
they demanded a square’ deal. 

The streets were filled with young Irishmen who 
refused to volunteer for the war and defied England 
to conscript them. They paraded and drilled with Sinn 
Fein banners and talked of armed rebellion—idlers and 
wasters while the rest of the world strove in blood and 
tears to save humanity and democracy from oblit- 
eration. Here was a significant aspect of it, that 
these American sailors, candid, simple, open-minded 
men, had hitherto felt no great love for England, but 
rather a sentimental leaning towards the wrongs of 
the Irish. A few weeks in Ireland's ports and waters 
and they could be heard discussing it in this fashion: 

“Could you beat it? I'm Irish myself, and yet I'd 
give a month's pay to crack the head of a Sinn Feiner. 
And they won't let me at him, with a navy patrol at 
every corner and no chance to get out of town.”

Righteous Retribution. 
rT has happened that when a U-boat was intent on 
shelling a sinking merchant steamer, a British 
submarine was able to creep, unobserved, within 
striking distance. This is righteous retribution— 
to catch the pirate in the act and give him a fatal 
dose of his own medicine. 

Such an opportunity is seldom vouchsafed. the swift 
destroyer, because she can be sighted a long way 
off and the U-boat is able to slip under like a shadow. 
The submarine, however, can stalk its prey, and there 
is always the hope of stealing close without detection. 
Such an instance as this, as concisely related by the 
commander, must have brought joy to his stout heart: 

“Observing flashes on the starboard bow, we altered 
course and soon observed a merchant vessel. The 
flashes proved to be gunfire from a submarine. We 
dived. The steamer had Dutch colors painted on her 
side and was sinking by the stern. As we rose to show 
a periscope and take another look, | discevered a large 
submarine, partially submerged, with a gun manned 
forward of the conning tower. It was apparently 
waiting tor the steamer to sink. The submarine had 
ceased firing.

“Outguessing” Old Fritz. 

HE English sense of humor occasionally man- 
ifests itself even in submarine warfare. Take, 
for instance, the episode of the lightship 
anchored somewhere in the North Sea. The 

Germans refrained from sinking it because their sub- 
marine found it a very useful mark by which they 
set the course to turn and make the passage around 
the north of Scotland into the Atlantic. The British 
left the lightship undisturbed because it kept their 
destroyers and other patrol craft clear of a formidable 
stretch of shoals and sand banks. By tacit agreement 
this lightship went unmolested for many months

F there ever was an outcast, in all the odium 
that the word implies, he 
is the young American who 
has sought refuge in Mex- 
ico to evade military duty. 
This is the word brought 
to the border by arrivals 
from various parts of that country. 
It is stated that the draft evaders 
who flocked into Mexico, by fair 

means and foul, following the enact- 

ment of the conscription act, are 
being treated as the lowest of man- 

kind and that they are forced, as a 
matter of self-protection and com- 
mon sympathy, to herd together. 

The Americaf slacker in Mexico has 
no place to lay his head; he is os- 
tracised by the other Americans in 
that country; he is despised by the 

Mexicans of pro-ally sentiments and 
even the pro-Germans and the Ger- 
man agents themselves have little 
to do with these men, except to 
make such use of them as the ex- 
igencies of the occasion may de- 
mand from time to time. 

It is almost worth a man’s life to 
show up as a slacker in the thriving 
oil port of Tampico and adjacent ter- 
ritory, where more than 2000 Americans above draft 
age are employed in various phases of the oil industry. 
it has happened more than once during the last several 
weeks that a new arrival in Tampico who did not take 
the trouble, perhaps, to show his registration papers 
had to establish his standing as a patriotic and faith- 
ful American citizen by one or more fist fights with 
other Americans who questioned the cause of his 
absence from the United States at this time. While

In the City of Mexico there 
is quite a colony of American 
slackers. They eke out a mis- 
erable existence, according to 
reports received from the cap- 


ital. In some cases these 
draft evaders are well supplied with money; in fact, it 
is notable that for the most part the young Americans 
who fled to Mexico to escape army service belong to 
wealthy families. | 

These refugees, while they are able to supply their 
physical wants in the matter of food and clothing, 
find little pleasure in the life that they are leading. 
They slink along the streets like criminals; they are 
debarred from the association of all other Americans 
and of most other self-respecting people of the capital. 
They are subject to constant insults for their cow- 
ardice and lack of patriotism. 

The American slacker occupies such a low scale in 
the estimation of the business men, native and foreign, 
of Mexico, that it is almost impossible for one of 
them to obtain a position of any kind. Several weeks 
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ago a crowd of a dozen or more of 
these refugees entered the mining 
town of Guanajuato and applied to 
different’ mining companies for 
work. They were turned down in 
each instance, although employment would gladly have 
been given them had they not been slackers. 

The Americans at Guanajuato not only saw to it that 
the draft evaders were denied work, but a committee 
waited upon the visitors and gave them so many 
hours to leave town. They left and when last heard 
from they were headed toward Guadalajara, where there 


is said to await them a welcome similar to that which 
they received at Guanajuato. 


The. treatment which the slackers receive in the 
cities and towns of Mexico is so unbearable that most 
of these undesirables have gone into the mountains 
and rural districts where they are living a hand-to- 
mouth existence in camps. So far as known along the 
border the largest of these camps is situated in the 
Santa Rosa Mountains, State of Coahuila, a few miles 
from Musquiz. It may be said to be a sort of slacker 
headquarters. At last accounts there were more than 
000 men in camp. They came from every part of the 
United States and from all phases of life. The mem- 
bership of the colony is changing daily. None of them 
do any work and but for the doubtful benefactions of 
some of the wealthy refugees the moneyless would 
quickly starve; even as it is the dependent ones are 
permitted to remain but a short time in camp. From 
this camp the slackers have scattered among the 
Mexican ranches. Many of them are forced to take 
the lowest kind of labor in remote Villages, where 
they do not come in cantact with Americans who have 
legitimate cause for being in that country. 


It is a comparatively easy matter for the draft evader 
to enter Mexico. The long and tortuous course of the 
Rio Grande, the wilderness of chaparral that borders 
its banks and the impossibility of guarding all of its 
international boundary length at all times, offers an 
inviting opportunity for the slacker to cross the 
stream without detection. It is believed by some 
United States Government officials on the border that

there exists an underground sysiem of railway, operat- 
ed by agents of the German Government, for the prir- 
pose of landing draft evaders and German aliens and 
sympathizers into Mexico from the United States. The 
source of some of the branch lines of this underground 
system is believed to be as far away as points in New 
England and Canada. 

information has been received 
here that the Pacific coast towns of 
Manzanillo, Mazatlan and Acapulco 
contain a considerable number of 
American draft evaders and that 
some of these men are in a pitiable 
condition. They are in rags, live 
upon the refuse of the town and 
sleep without any roof over their 
heads. In Guaymas the Americans 
and other foreigners belonging to 
the allied nationalities organized a 
mopping-up system for draft retu- 
gees in that port recently, with the 
result that the undesirables quickly 
‘drifted’ to more congenial locali- 
ties. 

It is not only the American 
slacker in Mexico who is made to 
feel uncomfortable. The same sort 
of treatment is meted out to the Ca- 
nadian, Englishman, Frenchman or 
Italian who happens to be in that 
country and is unable to give a satisfactory explanation 
of why he is not in active army service. 

After the Americans who fled into Mexico learned 
that life there was to be far from pleasant they of- 
fered to return to this country and enter military serv- 
ice if they would not be punished. They were told 
that they had been classed as deserters, that a reward 
ot $50 had been offered for each, and that if they came 


to the United States they would have to stand trial 
for desertion.

One 
should not forget that Austria and Hungary are threat- 
ened by the rivalry of nationalities much more than 
the countries of the Entente, which are not weakened 
by party struggles and religious controversies. If the 
Ientente had understood from the first that it ought to 
encourage by every means the spirit of independence 
in the Slav races subject to the Hapsburgs, Europe 
would find itself today im happier condition, or at 
least one not so sad. 

Besides, one should not forget that the Entente, be- 
ing a larger and more complex coalition, defending 
the interests of the entire world, which is menaced 
by Germanic ambitions, can face this peril with less 
damage and sacrifice than its adversaries.

Submarine Against U-Boat. 

HAPPY episode is that of a submarine operat- 
ing from this same British base which ac- 
counted for the enemy in a style so brisk and 
satisfactory that the performance may be set 
down as perfect. It would mar the artistic finish of 
the record to add a word more by way of trying to 
color it: 

“An enemy submarine was sighted near —— Light- 
ship. I proceeded at full speed and, overtaking the 
submarine, got into position on her bow and fired 
both my bow torpedoes at a range of 400 yards. One 
torpedo “scored a clean hit. When the smoke cleared

The first shot went over. The sights were lowered

feet. The third shell hit the submarine, a smashing 
bull’s-eye on the port side of the deck. The startled 
submarine then altered her course about six points to 
the eastward and fire was continued by the drifter 
until two more shots had struck the enemy. 

The submarine heeled over to the starboard and 
exposed her side to the later shots. The conning tow- 
er lurched below the surface and the port bilge keel 
came into view below the water line. A big wash came 


up, and the last six shots were fired into the wash at

Sailing Smacks Sink Two U-Boats. 

HE Distinguished Service Cross was awarded 
to the skippers of two sailing smacks who 
stood up to a pair of submarines and 
whipped them. 

When in a position about 17 miles southeast from 
S——, two German submarines were sighted. They 
both approached the smacks on the surface. One of 
them came within 300 yards of the ——, and waved 
a flag for the smack to move closer to him, at the 
same time firing with a machine gun, the vessel being 
hit many times, but with no casualties. 

This smack then threw out her small boat to aban- 
don ship. In the meantime the submarine had sub- 
merged and come up again within a hundred yards 
of the smack. One of the German officers came out 
of the conning tower and hailed the skipper, telling 
him to leave the smack, as he intended to torpedo it. 

The skipper then ordered fire to be opened_on the 


submarine. The first round of the emack’'s gun missed, 
but the third shot hit the bull and burst, presumably, 
inside. The enemy disappeared at once and it would 
seem almost certain she was destroyed. 

The second submarine, showing only a periagope, 
had gone to the eastward of one of the other sma: *s, 
and crulsed around with her periscope above water, 
while the smack kept steering a course to bring the 
periscope ahead whenever it could be seen. The U-boat 
finally submerged several times, coming up, at length, 
on the starboard bow so that the whole of her upper 
deck and conning tower were visible. 

The skipper put the helm over hard, so as to bring 


the submarine on the smack's broadside. A round 
was then fired from the smack’s gun. it hit the 
base of the conning tower and exploded, throwing 


pieces of the submarine into the water on all sides. 
At this moment a torpedo passed under the stern of 
the smack, missing her by six or eight feet. 

On being struck by the shell the submarine haif- 
turned over and plunged down bows first, disappear- 
ing so quickly that there was no time for a second 
shot.

The Hun at His Worst. 


RITISH and American seamen need no: ve re- 
minded of the fate of the crew of the Belgian 
Prince. Among those who must earn thet. 
bread upon the sea it will never be forgotten. 
Landsmen were horrified, and, alas, some of them 
were incredulous. When the German submarine sub- 
merged with 43 merchant sailors as captives on its 
deck and tried to drown them all, three survivors swam 
until saved by a friendly ship. This was not intended 
bs the German assassins. It was nicely contrived that 
all hands should miserably perish. Dead men tel! no 
tales. 

Among the records of the admiralty I found the story 
of one of the survivors, the chief engineer, Thomas 
Bowman by name, a trustworthy man. He had served 
12 years with the Prince line and held a first-class 
Board of Trade certificate. I submit it herewith: 
“At 7:50 o’clock on the night of July 31 the Be!l- 
gian Prince was traveling along at about 10 knots 
when she was struck. The weather was fine and the 
sea smooth. It was a clear day and just beginning 

to darken. 


“IT was thrown on deck by 
a piece of spar, and when I 
recovered I found the ship 
had a very heavy list to 
port and almost all the crew 
had taken to the boats. I 
got into the starboard life- 
boat, which was my station. 
Until then I had seen no 
submarine, but now heard 
it firing a machine gun at 
the other side of the ship. 
With a larger gun it shot 
away the radio wires above 
so we could send noSOs8 
messages. As soon as We 
had pulled away from the 
ship I saw the U-boat, 
which promptly made _ to- 
wards our boats and hailetth° 
us in English, commanding 
us to come alongside her. 
We were covered by their 
machine gun and revolvers 

“The submarine com- 
mander then asked for our 
captain and told him to 
come on board, which he 
did. He was taken inside the submarine and we saw 
him no more. The rest of us, 43 in number, were then 
ordered to board the submarine and to line up on deck. 
A German officer and several sailors were very foul 
and abusive in their language. They ordered us, in 
English to strip off our life belts and overcoats and 
throw them down on the deck. 


“When this was done they proceeded to search us, 
making us hold up our hands and threatening us with 
revolvers. These sailors, while they passed along the 
deck and searched us, deliberately kicked most of the 
lifebelts overboard. They robbed me of my seaman’s 
discharge book and certificate, which they threw over- 
board, but kept four 1-pound notes. 

“After searching us, the German sailors climbed into 
our lifeboats and threw out our oars* gratings, thole- 
pins and baling tins. The provisions and the com- 
passes they lugged aboard the submarine. They then 
smashed our boats with axes so as to make them use- 
less, and cast them adrift. I saw ail this done myself. 

“The submarine then moved ahead for a distance of 
several.miles. 17 could not reckon it accurately, be-

emphatic decline in 


ILL the present nigh cost of 

living be abated after the 

war, or 1s it a situation that has come to 

stay? This question is being asked by every 

householder, every manufacturer, and every busi- 

ness man. A reassuring answer ts given by an 

expert, Grosvenor M. Jones, assistant chief of the 

Federal Bureau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 

merce, who recently returned from a tour of in- 
vestigation in Europe and South America. 

In his opinion the close of the war will witness 

a marked decline in the cost of such necessities 

as food and clothing commodities, the latter in- 

cluding wool, cotton, silk and leather manufac- 

But he holds that for some time there will 

be little or no drop in the prices of lumber and 


tures. 


timber products, of structural steel and cement. 
His predictions and the reasons on which they 
are based are interestingly and authoritatively 
reported in the following message to the business 
men of the country. 


By GROSVENOR M. JONES, 
Assistant Chief, Federal Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce. 
S to agricultural products, it is fair to assume, 
for reason which will be given, that 
within a comparatively short time after 
the close of the war 
there will be a 


rule high for a considerable period after the war. 

In the matter of iron and stee) products other than 
structural steel there will be, in all probability, a 
gradual decline during the period immediately follow- 
ing the war. Upon the declaration of peace this 
Government and the allied Powers, which are taking 
the greater part of the iron and steel production of 
the country, will be almost entirely out of the mar- 


ket, and very few new contracts will be made 
on Government account for a number of months, 
except perhaps in the matter of ship plates, boilers, 


engines and other iron and steel 
construction. 

As soon as Government orders for iron and stee] fall 
off, there will be a marked decline in the quotations 
for all such products. A part of the present produe- 
tion, however, will be absorbed by private interests, 
who have been out of the market for a number of 
months. In my opinion there will be a considerable 
demand for iron and steel in South America and the 
Far East, but even if our manufacturers got all of this 
icreign business it would be insulficient to keep them 
working at the present rate of production. 

As to the prices for electrical machinery, machine 
tools, engines, boilers and other machinery, there is 
reason to believe that there will be, after the war, a 
slow and steady decline from the present level. The call 
for this class of machinery at present is extraordinary, 
because of the great demand not only in naval and 
merchant ship construction and ipunition plants of all 
surts, but also in practically all lines of industry, which 
are now being operated at top speed. 

For machinery of this sort there will be, on the other 

hand, a great demand in France

Large quantities of these staples

are available in the Argentine, 
Uruguay, Australia and Java. The 
supplies will probably be in fairly 
good condition at the close of the 
war, and will be available for con- 
sumption as soon as ships can be 
found to move them. 

As to after-the-war prices of 
lumber and timber products, it is 
probable that there will be com- 
paratively little or no decline for 
a period of two or three years. 
Since the outbreak of the war in 
Europe our exports of lumber 
have been greatly restricted by 
lack of bottoms and by high ocean 


and Belgium to rehabilitate the 
manufacturing industries of those 


countries; but, as some authori- 
ties have pointed out, the great 
quantities of machine tools and 


factory equipment which our Gov 
ernment is installing in its war 
plants in France can be used to 
very good advantage by the 
French industries after the war, 
and will help to fill a substantial 
portion of their requirements. 
As to prices of textiles and 
other fibers, there will be a de- 
cline in the majority of these. 
The price of American cotton, it 
is fair to assume, will not decline 
greatly for a period of six or eight 
months after the war, since stocks 
on hand in Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Spain, as well as Hol- 


freight rates. Thus, even the or- 
dinary lumber requirements of 
Europe have been imperfectly sup- 
plied during the last four years. 

To catch up with this deficiency alone will require 
great activity on the part of American lumber manu- 
facturers, but there will be an additional supply to 
make up. The demand for lumber for reconstruction 
purposes in France and Belgium will be tremendous. 
Moreover, the demand at home will probably be greater 
than it has been within the last year, as building op- 
erations have been great!iy restricted since we entered 
the war. 

The prices of other building materials, such as 
structural steel, sheet iron and cement, will probably 
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land and the Scandinavian coun- 
tries, are abnormally small, while 
those of the Central Powers must 
be practically exhausted. 

Germany in particular will make strenuous efforts 
tc acquire lafge supplies of cotton, in order to enable 
her great cotton textile industry to resume operations 
on a large scale at the earliest possible moment. There 
is some doubt, however, as to the extent to which Ger- 
many will be able to purchase raw cotton, since her 
purchasing power in foreign markets will doubtless 
be greatly curtailed by lack of credit. 

The price of the better grades of wool will probably 
decline, as far as the American market is concerned, 
much more than the price of cotton, since this country

imports large quantities of wool, on which, within the 
last two years, it has been paying extraordinary freight 
Moreover, the demand for wool for the use 
of our army and navy will be practically nil, and the 
biggest buying factor will thereby be removed. 

It is believed that Germany has already acquired 
large stocks of wool in the Argentine, which have been 
purchased not only to provide material for German 
manufacturers after the war, but also to bid up the 
price which the allied Governments must pay for the 
wool needed during the war. From information that 
1 gathered during my stay in Buenos Aires, I am les 
to believe that the reckless competition of allied wool 
buyers also has had a marked effect in forcing up the 
price of wool. With the close of the war this buving 
will doubtless proceed along more conservative lines. 

With regard to the textile fabrics, the prospect is 
that there will be a considerable decline in prices with- 
in a comparatively short time after the close of the 
war, with the release of thousands of looms that are 
now engaged in making uniform cloths, blankets, 
tents, etc., for the armies and navies of the warring 
nations. Then the competition of the textile industries 
of England and France will begin to be felt. and as 
soon as the mills of Germany get adequate supplies 
of raw materials they will probably make strenuous ef- 
forts to export their goods to American markets. Our 
textile manufacturers will also find strenuous compe- 
tition in the toreign markets which they have been 
serving since August, 1914. 

The elimination of this Government as a buyer of 
boots and shoes, saddles and other leather products 
‘aust have an important effect on the prices of these 
commodities after the war. 

It is unnecessary to specify in detail all the lines of 
ommodities, but it is safe to assume that every line 
n which not only this Government. but the Govern- 
ments of the other warring nations have been active 
buyers, will feel within a comparatively short time 
after the close of the war the effect of the loss of this 
trade. The loss of Government business will, in mys 
opinion, offset any increase in purely civilian business 
and will tend to reduce prices. 

Probably the chief influence on present prices is the 
great demand of our Government for the products of 
practically every important industry im the country. 
It is difficult to think of an important industry of 
whose products our Government is not the largest pur- 
chaser. These demands of the Government have been 
so urgent that there has been insufficient time to buy 
closely, and the result has been a great advance in 
prices, not only of the things which the Government 
has bought for itself, but also, because of the re- 
stricted surplus available, in the prices of things avail- 
able for the civilian population. 

Present prices have been affected to a large degree, 
also, by the withdrawal of more than 2,000,000 men 
from the productive industries of the country to fill 
the ranks of our fighting forces. In addition. there 
has been a great shifting of the remaining workers, 
who have been attracted from the lower-paying to the 
higher-paying industries. This has resulted in a bid- 
ding up of wages, which in many lines reached high 
levels. 

At periods of great prosperity during ordinary peace 
times this country could count on a heavy influx of 
immigrants, from whose ranks could be recruited the 
great mass of unskilled labor which forms a ma- 
jority in the great army of industrial workers. In

MONG the stories which await the 
end of the war for narration in 


pressing and events moving too 
swiftly just now to do the sub- 
jects justice, is the one of how 
Uncle Sam stripped off his coat. 
rolled up his sleeves and set to work to build 
up a great merchant fleet to provide a bridge 
of ships between this country and Europe. 

Fragments of the story have been told, 
however, and others will appear from time to 
time. Among these none is more inspiring 
than that which had its finis on June 10 in 
the departure on her first voyage of the first 
wooden freighter delivered to the Emergency Fleet 
Corporation under the new shipfing program. The 
honor fell to the State of Oregon, and the ship was the 
Wasco, 286 feet long, 46 feet wide and capable of 
making 12 knots an hour with 3600 tons of freight 
under her hatches. She was registered under Gov- 
ernment ownership at Portland on June 9 and depart- 
ed down the Columbia River for the open sea the next 
day. 

To the initiative and energy of one man, however, 
Oregon's attainment is largely due. When the United 
States entered the war, and when Washington sent out 
its call for wooden ships, Eric VY. Hauser, famous in 
the Northwest as a hotel owner and contractor, had 
retired and was living in a home which he had built 
in the fir district of the Northwest. He had devoted 
many years to railroad building as a member of the 
firm of Grant Smith & Co. of St. Paul. 

When the call for wooden ships was sent out, Mr. 
Hauser emerged from retirement and bestirred him- 
self. He summoned to Portland all the men who had 
worked with him when he was with Grant Smith & 
Co. and together they looked over plans for wooden 
ships. The concensus of opinion was that they could 
build them, and Mr. Hauser reposed such @onfidence in 
his old associates that he accepted contracts from the 
Government for about 30 ships. 

This was in the summer of 1917. By September the 
keels were ready to be laid, but a wrench was thrown 
into the machinery at this shipping yard—St. John’s 
—and others, in the form of a strike of workmen. It 
was November before the troubles were adjusted, and 
then Mr. Hauser, who seems to know human nature, 
set about to prevent a recurrence of labor difficulties 
and to instill in his force that mysterious something 
known as esprit de corps. 

He arranged for the foremen of each shift to meet 
him at luncheons and dinners at the great Multnomah 
Hotel, the finest institution of its kind in the North- 
west. At these dinners he convinced the men of his 
friendship and his interest in them; he had speakers 
who had visited the war fronts tell of the horrors per- 
petrated by the Germans there, and soldiers from 
the front told of their experiences on the firing line. 
And on every occasion the speakers sounded the crying 
need of ships, and more ships, and quick delivery.

Out in the yards a band was organized to entertain 
the men during their lunch periods. Several times a 
week patriotic speakers addressed the men. Baseball 
teams were organized. A newspaper was started, car- 
rying only shipyard news, and a bonus system was de- 
vised. A community house was constructed, with 
baths, amusements and lockers for the clothing of 
the men. 

As a result of all this, how different the atmosphere 
now at st. John’s shipyard! Enthusiasm is the key- 
note of all operations. Heavy timbers swing into 
place to the accompaniment of popular war songs 
whistled by the men. Mechanics are on edge to get 
their particular job completed in the shortest possible 
time. ‘The corps spirit of the workers has reached 
such a feverish pitch that the men of St. John’s have 
posted a certified check for $10,000 with Mever Bloom 
field of the Fleet Corporation, to back up their claim 
that they can build more ships and build them faster 
than any other wooden shipyard in America. When 
a Red Cross subscription is announced. or a Liberty 
Loan, the shipyards men say: “How much from us?” 
Then they set aside so many days” pay for each man. 
And just inside the front gate of the hig vard is a 
“liberty rail,” painted in red, white and biue, on which 
anyone who utters pro-German sentiments or gives 
indications of being a slacker, is ridden from the iu- 
closure. 

In addition to the work of organizing this great 
shipyard there belongs to Mr. Hauser an added distinc- 
tion. Not a penny of the profits of the vard does he 
retain for himself. Moreover, he has gone deeply into 
his private fortune for the support of Red Cross and 
other Government activities and for the relief of suf- 
fering in all the allied nations. 

The commissioning of the Wasco was, of course. a 
big event at the shipyard, and as two representatives 
of the Emergency Fleet Corporation, Lloyd J. Went- 
worth and J. W. Hall, cast loose the hawser and 
seized the halyards to raise the pennant of the cor- 
poration over the ship, 3000 workmen stood on the 
wharf or clung to the ribs of ships in embryo and 
cheered until they were hoarse. But they then went 
back to work and just one month later turned over to 
the Government four other vessels of the same type, 
the Biloxi, Kasota, Blandon and _ Boilston. Seven 
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others are in the water, and men are swarm-

If there are still those who doubt that the 
United States will be able to overcome the 
submarine menace by means of its great 
merchant fleet, let them consider for a mo- 
ment that there are in this country 257 wood- 
en shipyards, of which St. John’s is but one. 
And all of them are working at top speed. 
At the same time, construction of steel ships 
has been progressing at the same feverish 
rate, and while the building of wooden ves- 
sels was delayed two months or more by the 
refusal of Gen. Goethals, then on the ship- 
ping Board, to give them his approval, the damage 
done was not irreparable, and the builders are making 
up for lost time. 


WILL PEACE BANISH HIGH COST 
OF LIVING?

s0me of the more prosperous years before the war this 
country has received upwards of a million immigrants, 
but for the years 1915, 1915 and 1917 the average an- 
nual number of immigrants was only a little more than 
300,000, 

Present prices are affected, too, by the great curtail- 
nent of shipping tonnage as a result of ship sinkings 
by submarines and mines. Scores of valuable cargoes 
have gone down tin these ships. Not only that, but the 
ships themselves have been sunk at a faster rate than 
they could be built. Shipping services have been 
greatly curtailed and in some cases wholly suspended, 
What the loss of one ship means was brought vividly 
home to us a few days ago when we heard that one 
vessel sunk off the Jersey coast by a German subma- 
rine had a cargo of 12,000,000 péunds of sugar, or more 
than sufficient to feed the entire city of Washington 
for a period of three or four months. Yet that wag 
only one ship. Scores of ships loaded with grain, 
sugar, meat products and other provisions, as well ag 
raw materials for manufacture, have been sunk as they 
neared the British, French and Italian coasts. 

Special attention should be called to the fact that 
curtailment of shipping has prevented the allied na- 
tions from transporting much needed foodstuffs and 
raw materials that are to be had in large volume in 
the more remote countries of the world. The Prime 
Minister of Australia stated in New York lately that 
there were at least 6,000,000 tons of grain in Aus- 
tralia awaiting shipment. The recent harvest of wheat 
and other cereals in Argentina was one of the largest 
on record, in fact the first good crop in several years, 

A few months ago, while I was in Montevideo, I 
learned that some of the big meat-packing plants there 
had their freezers so full of beef and so little prospect 
of shipping it that they were refusing to buy Uruguayag 
cattle at very low prices.
